2. Page 769, line 23: after that line insert:

“SECTION 3191bo. 945.05 (1e) of the statutes is created to read:

945.05 (1e) Subsection (1) does not apply to a person who manufactures,
transfers commercially or possesses with intent to transfer commercially
gambling devices described in sub. (1) (a) and (b) to a nonprofit or public
educational institution that provides an educational program for which it awards

a bachelor’s or higher degree for the use in a casino gaming management class.”.
